Companions of The Late General's Youth. 



rfY the sheer charm and force of his 
charactei which thus early marked 
him out as 9. lender, the late General 
was able to gather around him in 

his yauchful days a Uand of young 

men on fire for God atid souls, and strong on 
the side of righteousness. 

Tbese companions, who were of similar tem- 
peratnenc. and entert&ined the Aame outlook 
upon life as The Generalj continually itispjred 
him by their confidLTice, and t^tiCDurag^vd him by 
their help, nnd when he mC'St shrank from taking 
such a stepj owing mainly to his uncertain health 
nnd to dii^cuUicE, he was tlbowed, so to speak, 
into the ministry 1)> llieir insistenl counsel Jind 
practical cfTorl. 

One of the proup, John Savage, by having a 
shore in The General's conversion, and helping 
to develop his spiritual characier. ]jlnyed a very 
imp&rtant part in tbe wondcrfu] and romnntir 
scheme of his life. Another, named Hovcy, was 
iarcely rcsponRibk i'nr getting Thi Getvcrnl to 
work, thrustinj:; opportunities in his way for 
exercising his pifts. which so soon began to 
reveal themselves, and constantiy encouraging 
him to liccome a minister. 

The cfJiiiliLticU ^nfiucnccs 01 these companionB 
represcnicd in cmbn-o two sfllieni principles of 
The Salvation Army. The happy discover)- was 
made that not only ."ihould a man be converted 
and helgu-d ro work out his own salv&tion, hut 
ttiiit he should l»t given soraethine to do. Thi.s 
ex'pcriencc ujion which The Salvation Army is 
founded ha-s meant nothing short of a revolution 
in the rclipous world. 

The General wafi greatly inspired hy the bril- 
liant and gifted William Sansom. with whom, 
nt the time he first attempted pufiiir work, he 
was CBpeeially intimate, Belonging to a highly- 
rcspceted family, his father being ti rntscee of 
the Chnpcl. he had a good deal of influcticc. 
Spenting of llre.se times The General sa.^s :^ 

"Will was a bcEUtlful singer, and harl d wtnt- 



derful gift of prayer He UBcd to kneel down on 
the stones and move Heaven with his cries. I 
would get on a chair and talk. Will broke a 
blood vessel one Sunday afternoon. He died in 
triumiih, and left me to fight alone," 

During- his lonely life in London CEn^land) 
The Genera! missed the associations of the 
earnest young men in whose company he had 
laboured tincc his convcrBion. He writes to his 
friend. Jotn Savago," — 

"Hnw are you getting on? I know you are 
happy. 1 know you arc living to God and work- 
ing for JesuB. Grasp still firmer tbe standard! 
Unfold still wider tbe hattle-flag! Press still 
clnser to the mnkq of the enemy, and mark your 
pathway still ronre distinctly with glorious 
trophies of EmmamicTs grace. . . . Onward 1 
Christ for me! Be thai your motto — be that 
your battle-cry — be that your war-note — be that 
your consolation — be that your plea when ask- 
ing merey 01 God — your end when ofTcnng it to 
man — j-our hope w-bcn encircled in darkness— 
your triumph and viciory when attacked and 
overcome by death ! . . , Ted it to devils, and 
hfd them cease to harass, since you arc deter- 
mined to die for the truth ! 

"1 preached on Sundsy last— a respectable 
but dull and lifeless congregation. Notwith- 
standing T had liberty both praying and preach- 
ing, I had tiot the assistance of a single 'Amen' 
or 'Hallelujah' the whole of the service. Jt is 
hard work 10 labour for an hour and a half in 
the pulpit and then come down and have to do 
the work of the prayer meeting as well !

He 
went, and a few years later I myseK Was ap- 
lioiiucd m Soulli Alrica, where 1 was able to sea 
for myself the cffccis of ray comnide's work 
and sacrifice. Some of our native Officers ol 
lo-day were converted ullder him— if I uiistako 
not. Ensign Jtbhaiiibo being one ofthe number. 
Osborne was, in fact, like MoiTatt and Morrison 
—he prepared Che soil, and those who followed 
hiin have Ratlicred the harvest, which he did not 
live lo sec. Of course, Ihcy also have endured 
hardship and bravely borne the Cross. Osbonto 
was, humanly speaking, one ol tlic least of men,

But perhaps the sacrifice that has made ihtt 
greatest impression upon my life was that of Iwti 
young women Officers working under my direc- 
tion while I was Provincial Officerfor Lnndoo, 
Eng. The General was again asking for 0£6ccn 
ior South Africa, and these young women vol- 
unteered. They were accepted and went out t« 
Znlnlnnd. That was good; I admired theirsacrl^ 
ficc, and was sure they would do good work. . 

Years after, when I was appointed Territorial , 
CommisEioiier lo South Alrica, I went, as sooa 
as it could be arranged, to see tbcm a! their 
settlement. Il was a long journey by boat, lrail)( 
post-cart, aud then On foot away into the 
interior. They seemed. I foond, lo be the begin, 
niiigniid the end of the little liommunity, so raueh 
h.id they done to will the Zulus. They hod thdi 
meetings for grown-ups, meeting for cb'ddrtn, 
and day schools, and during the lour daya I waj 
there 1 counted seventy, as nearly as possible, 
poor natives who eaiuc to tltein'for assistlnco 
and relief in ihcir troubles. Some of these liad 
been bitten by poisonous snakes, othera had 
been l)nu,!cd or injured, and others again had 
troubles of a different kind; but they all felt that 
the OIBcers were quite equal to relieve their 
necessities. '

THE EASTER WAR CRY 
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A Sanctified Body. 

By General William Booth. Founder of The Salvation Army. 




F I had my lUe to come over 
again I would pay far moru 
atlciitioii lliun I have doiiv 
to Ihe things that h:ive bad 
to do with my own health, 
although I think I have exer- 
cised more care on the sub- 
ject than many do, especially 
durine my latter years, 

A Strong and Healthy Body will have much 
to do with your Comfort, I might say with your 
Itcligion. You cannoi get away Trom your body, 
at least, not in this life. It is with you a.!i the 
lime. And, being there, it will make itself firlc. 
And if vour head, or your back, or your stomach, 
or some other part of jour frame, achcS, it will 
have a very depressing effect on your spirils, on 
v-oiir mind and heart Rcnerally. I am quite 
nw.ire that the Grace of God can make yOn 
resigned to the endurance of adlictions, give you 
patience in ihem. and turn ihem to good ac- 
count; but it docs seem to me that it is wisc&t 
and best to. as iir as possible^ avoid them. 

A Strong, Healthy Body will have much to do 
with your satiBfactorily dischar^ng your Every- 
day Duties. You eamioL luuk after your family, 
attend to your home, or go through <i hard day's 
work with satisfaction if you arc sick and feeble. 
Whereas, if you are well, work will be a real 
pleasure, 

A Strong, Healthy Body has to do with the 
comfort of those around yoiL What a wearying 
discomfort people who are always aiJin^ become 
to relativeSj friends, and servants. Many of 
them, I know cannot help tbeir troubles — bless 
them! — still it would be a great deal better for 
those around them if those troubles could have 
been avoided. 

A Strong, Healthy Body is vciy helpful to 
Faith. Some people's bodies suffer because their 
hcana are full of unbelief nn-l rebellion against 
God. If they would get right in their souls, it 
would greatly help them to get right in ihcjr 
bodies. Just so, others suffer in their souls be- 
cause of the disordered state of iheir bodies. The 
depresiiions and low spirits which come of weak- 
nesses, diseased livers, and the like, hinder faith 
and shut up prayer, and ofien spoil the Eal%*a- 
tion life. 

A Strong, Healthy Body is friendly to pene- 
vering, earnest Salvation Warfare Of course, 
when the soul is on fire with the love of others, 
it will drag a weak body to the open-air. or to 
the Junior Companv, to the after meetings, or 
to other fields of ael'lon. Still, it can only go so 
far. and what it docs is only done in a half-and- 
half way; whereas, with good hciillh and spirits. 
and faith combmcdf the work will be not onlv 
delightful, but easy. 

Perhaps some one will say: "Ah! I do wish 
T cotild have a strong and vigorous body; but ii 
has not been my portion, and I nm afraid never 
will he." That is just what I say about myself; 
hut I go a little further, and say. "H T cannoi 
have sH f long for and all I have described, I wlU 
get as much of the Tr#.iHure as T possibl> can. 
If you are wise you will make up your mind to 
do the same. And if you will so resolve, and 
cany out my counsels. I think yoa will find some 



tonsiderabic bencAt. The first piece of advice 
I give is:— 

Sacredly regard your Body as helorgire to 
God. Look upon Its hands and feet, its eyes and 
cars, and head and heart, and all its other parts 
and powrrs as being the property of your Lord. 
If you were ^n angcl in Heaven, I am sure >on 
would consider your wings as belonging to 
Jehovah, and you would never think of using 
them in any way that would not be pleasing to 
Him. You must feel just the same with respect 
to your feet and hands down here. Is not your 
body His property? Did He not create It and 
redeem lt> and docs He not uresrrve it from diy 
to (lay? Where would yoit soon be if He were 
toccasetofccd you and eare for you. Say, there- 
fore, to yourself, "I am not my own, I belong 

Give your Bodies to God for Him to PoBsess 
and Use as He thinks best. That is what the 
Apostle meant when he exhorted the Romans Lo 
"present tlicir Bodies a living sacrifice," assuring 
them that sueh an offering would be very accept, 
able to Him. and would bring a great blessing to 
them. 

Will you not do the same, and do ic m 
reality? You often talk about giving God your 
soul, and yuur money, and your family. That is 
good. Excellent! Now definitely give Him ymir 
body. Invite Him to Mtnc and live In it^ and 
manage il in jusl that way that will be most 
pleasing and profitable to Him, Give it to Him 
now. Don't wait until it is weak in old age, or 
until it is cold and useless in death. Give Him \ 
living sacrifice. 

Sanctify your Body. You frequently offer 
the prayer that P-ml offered for the people of 
Thcssatonica: "And the very God of peace sane 
ti^ you wliolly, and I pray God your whole 
Spirit and Sotjl and Body be preserved blameless 
unto the coming of our Lord Jcsns Christ.** 

There you see it is your privilege to have a 
sanctified body as truly as a saneiificd soul. It 
will be beautiful to think and feel that brains 
and limbs, and muscle and nerve, and everything 
else about yon are pure in the sight of God, and 
that He eounts them all His o^vn; that is, that 
you have a sanctified bt^dy. 

You must Sanctify your Body yourself. You 
know what it is to be sanctified. It is to be Sep- 
araled fram impurity — that is, from everything 
that is evil. But if you sanctify your body, yon 
won't dtfile it by taking into it anything that is 
injurious or unclean. You will keep aa fhr awiv 
as possible fi-om everything that would make it 
a source of temptation to the soul or weaken its 
power to fight for God. 

You know that to have your soul sanctified, 
also signifies its being set apart for good and 
useful and God-pleastng objects, to which all its 
interests are devoted. But that is equally the 
proper object in life for your body, Indeed, you 
cannot have a fully-consecrated soul without, at 
ihe same time, having a fully- consecrated body 

Give youfsclvcF; up, therefore, to eat, and 
drink, and dress, and sleep, and work, is^^,"*' 
through every other earthly duty as purefy and 
devotedly as if you were in Heaven already.

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Some Say Superstition: 
WE SAY GOD. 

Wonderful Influence of Religion upon India's Criminal Tribesmen who thoroughly Hated Work. 




\ NDIA'S Criminal Tribes rc]>resi:nl a phase of crime which is 
almost tiiiknowii in Europe and America. Pcrhajw their 
condition niighl he fairl> eallcd a stale of war rather Ihaii 

a stale of crime. Oji the one side are rauyed llie poliee 

forces of the Indian Empire, baclfed up hy a powerfi]! army. 
On the other aide we find a compact liod> of Nt^rriors, including men, 
women, and children, and often marshalled and led on by women chief- 
tains. Intjred to hardship, adepts in trickery, trained from infancy by 
their expert leaders, they carry on A guerilla ivarfarc which dcliics the 
combined cITotts of an army of one hundred and fifty thousand poliee 
and seven hundred thousand village watchmen. 

It is difHcult to estimate the number of tlicsp Criminal Tribes. In the 
Punjab there arc at least one htmdrcd thousand, while in the Bombay 
Presidency over two and a half millions arc to be found. The Madras 
Presidency, the United Province?, and ilic Indian .\ativc States also 
abound with them. 

When il is remembered that these tribes arc in many cases direct 
descendants of the aboriginal owners nf the country, and that many of 
them have had kingdoms and dynasties of llieir own, some sympathy 
mttst naturally be felt for Ihcir present condition. Expropriated from 
their ancient possessions, harassed by an ever-vigilant police, punished, 
imprisoned, and their freedom curtailed, they are naturally embittered 
against those whom they regard as their oppressors. 

"Spirit of our fathers, help us!" runs the prayer of one such tribe: 
"save us from the Government, and shut the mouths of the police," 

One of our women OfSecrs (writes Commissioner Boolh-Tuclter) 
was couductlng a mectiug amont'St a number of tribesmen. She had 
been speaking to thciu about the evils of sin. and of the necessity of 
their resisting the temptations of Satan. "Who is your greatest enemy?" 
she aslced. A chorus of voices responded "The police." 

"Bm I mean your spiritnal enemy, the enemy of your .souls." she 
explained. They persisted, however, in repeating their answer. Wishing 
to change the subject, the congregation were given a chorus to sing— 

"I've a Friend thnt's ever near, never fear." 
"What docs that mean?" asked the Officer. 

"Don't be afraid of the nolicc. The Salvatiou Army will look after 
you," came the prompt reply. 

The adroitness of many of these tribesmen in committin£ crime is 
wnrthy of a better cause. A story is (old of an official who refilled to 
change his watchman (a member of .1 Criminal Tribe) when he changed 
his residence. One moruing he woke up to find the pictures from his 
drawing-room swinging from the branches of Ihc tree under which he 
had hcen sleeping. In the house, his furniture was turned upside down 
and bts bureau stood wide open. Money had not been touched but his 
hook of postage stamps had been neatly placed round the edge of his 
lawn, and on each stamp a pebble, so that it miKht not be hlown away 
He made no more ado about changing his watchman. 

During the last live years The Salvation Army has'heeu denlingwith 
the problem of reclaiming these people, and it has met with what the 
Government regard, and what undoubtedly is, a remarkable success 
Already there are twenty Settlements and three Children's Industrial' 
Homes, with a total population of three thousand.' During the next few 
months it is hoped to double all these numbers. 

To find employment for so large a number of unskilled workers has 
been most difficull. We never work. We only dance and sing," said 
one tribe. What does the Government think?" exclaimed another in 
aslonishment. "Do the>- take us for coolies?" 

"Wash our clothes!" said one tribe, when it was suggested that 



Ihcir Karmcnls needed soap and water. "Do you take us for dlieiii • 
li.idian washermen)?" "Hut could not your wives do h ?" "dttiinli 
not! Il would spoil the taste of our food." But this very imk IHI, 
now comes to the meetings, well dressed, clean, and tidy. 

It was at Gorakhpur, in Ihi- liuited Provinces, where the firsl "Cria" 
.Settlement was started. The Army being invited by Sir John Hwiu 
to make an experiment with the Doms. A little later the Bhatll isd 
Haburahs iu the neighbourhood of Maradabad were added lo lilt litl. 
Then followed the Bcriahs at AligKrh and the Sansias of the Kltii 
nigtrict. 

At Gorakhinir the Settlement occupies some extensive and lalh 
staulial police lines, including two barracks, about eighty by forty l«tl 
ca.-h, and four smaller buildings, with a large andjiictllreiquc eomriiimj 
well shaded with trees. Silk reeling, cloth weaving, and carpenttj- ire 
the industries taught the Settlers. 

.At .Migarh is one of the most important and picturesque Scttlenienll. 
Il is situated in a large fortress, which has received the name of Hewttt. 
:inr. Here arc about two hundred Ueriahs, who arc erecting lines for 
three hundred Settlers. One of the most interesting fcatiirtp of tbil 
work is its constant v.iriely. Near Ihc city of Lahore is Ibe Govemmecl 
forest of Changa Manga, consisting chieHy of mulberry trees. Tile 
happy thought occurred to the Ucnt, -Governor that the money Iptsi 
ill cutting the forest might well he utiliied in reforming Ilie Critnioil 
Tribesmen and finding them employment. "It was with some difficulty 
that the Iribesnicn were prevailed upon to undertake thi- heavy labour 
of felling, cutting, and stacking limber, but the Setllenlcnt is now io 111 
third year, and steady progress has been maintained. 

A dilTlcull people to manage was the Fakhiwara Tribe, who live in 
Ihc village of Kol Mokhal. A school and weavery were al first opentdi 
but Ihc Officers had scarcely arrived when 'they were robbed of nioMy- 
!i« rupees (about $48). This, however, ig a'vcry rare experience, mi In 
the present instance, when the people got to know the Oniccrs better 
tliey returned the money. 

The Settlers who came to the Bezwada Settlement in the Madni 
Presidency were of the Erikula Tribe, and at firsl they proved vllj 
unmanageable. They would not work, they would not stay, they woiiM 
not do anything they were w.iiitcd lo do^ Their very donkeys lay down 
and refused to carry stones, because, at, their masters explaincil, lliejr 
had been accustomed to carry salt all their lives. 

The Army had built them comfortable quarters, bin would Ihty 
enter tlicm? No!— it was unlucky. They would surely die! They pre- 
ferred to sleep in the open. To that no serious objcelioii was oHereO. 
The first anniversary of this Settlement has not yet been celebrated, bat 
already there is a marked improvement. Ft bcKan among tile children. 
How can I be saved from wickedness and made good?" earnestly 
asked a boy one day from our OI5eers. Next Sundaji he brought sii 
others, and they all knelt in prayer and cimilarly asked God to male 
them good. There are now about five hundred men, women, and children 
in the Settlement. Two quarries in the neighbourhood provide employ- 
ment The Settlement is named Sainyapuram (Army town). 

The Iribules of appreciation from those who have wMchcd the work 
from its inception have been no small encouragement to the Officer!, 
who feel that the blessing of God has accompanied their cITorts snJ 
made possible these results, where human power by itself would hive 
tailed, Il IS a great work. For its extension, as suggested above, OffieeiJ 
are urgently needed. 

"To what do you ascribe your success?" said one of the visitors lo 
the Oflicer in charge. "Helig.on," replied the Officer. "Superstitution," 
responded the visitor. "Well, sir, yon can call it superstitution if y05 
.ike, but we call it the power of God."
